in a hospital late this morning of 
tornado injuries and his mother, 
Roberta, who also was hospital­ 
ized. was not told of his death. 
The storm, part of a three-state

Escape Injury 


John Thad Gaskins and Louie 
Brantley of Harrisburg were in the 
midst of the tornado which hit Mt. 
Vernon Wednesday afternoon, and 
escaped probable serious injury by 
taking refuge under some heavy 
earth moving equipment. 


While 
visiting the 
Ed Meyer 
Tractor Co. on the Salem highway 
north of Mt Vernon, the two H ar­ 
risburg men and 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs 
Meyer observed the first of the 
series of twisters as buildings and 
debris were carried through the 
air between the Meyer plant and 
Mt 
Vernon. 
The 
storm 
appearing 
to have 
subsided, toe Harrisburg men were 
preparing to leave and were just 
outside 
the 
building 
when they 
heard and saw another twister com­ 
ing directly at them. 
Rushing to the rear of the Meyer 
building — a metal quonset type 
structure, the Harrisburg men took 
refuge under a ditch digging ma 
chine while Mr. and Mrs, Meyer 
crawled under a large end load­ 
ing diesel. 
The twister struck the building 
almost immediately after they had 
taken refuge, tearing off the roof 
and doors and blowing debris in 
every direction. 
“ I just pulled my cap over my 
eyes to shield them, and held on 
for dear life,” Mr. Gaskins said. 
“ I'm sure there is an imprint in 
the metal because I gripped so 
hard.” he said jokingly, but in 
elation because he came through 
safely. 
He reported seeing a large trac 
tor and trailer overturned in down­ 
town Mt. Vernon, and some houses 
completely demolished. 
En route 
home, near Belle Rive, they were 
further endangered by pieces of 
metal roofing blowing from a barn 
when they stopped to remove a 
tree limb blocking them on the 
highway.

In a good many ways, the harsh 
judgm ents 
pronounced 
upon us 
would seem to be deserved. 
We 
do indeed focus strongly on the

gadgets

But this concentration can

misleading. 
It 
should not 
blind 
us. or our free friend' abroad, or 
anyone else in the world to the fact 
that we can produce what we want 
in very great numbers. 
As of January I of the present 
year, 
there was 
in

States one car for every 3.1 per­ 
sons, 
and this does not include 
trucks and buses. 
Bv contrast, the Soviet Union. 
with some 300 million people to 
our 170 million, had but one car 
for ovary 500 of its citizens. 
Now. to be sure. Russia is not 
especially interested in putting a 
car in the hands of every Soviet 
fam ily. 
It is concentrating its ad­ 
mittedly great industrial strength 
on building arm am ent, and more 
factories capable of producing still 
m ore armament. 
Nevertheless, the five to six mil 
lion cars we turn out a year are 
m ore than a mark of our devotion 
to pleasure 
They are a proof that
